SPAIK AT CHICAGO. 

e la Manifesting Greal Interest In the Ex- 
position—Preparations Making. 

Washington, 1). C, Jan, 21.— Advices 
from Madrid are that at a recent meeting 
of the cabinet of Spain it was officially an- 
nounced that the Infanta Isabela would re- 
present tli e royal family of Spain at the 
Chicago Exposition. Although no pro- 
gramme husyet been formulated, itis under- 
stood that tho Infanta will be conveyed 
to New York in the Spanish cruiser 
Conde do Vonadite, and that she may be ac- 
companied by her sister the Infanta Eulalie. 
It was decided to ask for authority to send 
for a display at the Exposition all the docu- 
ments that exist in the Spanish archives re- 
latins to the discovery of America. The 
minister of publio works lias decided to 
send to the Exposition, representatives of 
the school of urts at Madrid and a delega- 
tion of Spanish working men, in order to 
give them tho educational advantages offered 
by tho Exposition.

Nanaimo, Jan. 21. — Tho determined 
stand taken by the police authorities in tho 
caso of the abducted crew of tho steamer 
Ba wn more is resulting in interesting de- 
velopments. Whilo Holt/, and Jarcnsen 
were boing examined, tho police were 
scouring tho couuty far and near for traces 
of tho missing men. Last night in some 
way a hint was received that the men were 
on board a schooner somewhere ubout tho 
Islands. A thorough search was instituted, 
but tho officers arrived too late. Traces of 
where tho men had been woro discovered ; 
but the birds had Mown. Knowing that it 
is usual to make for tho south with cap- 
tured crows, it was thought well to send 
Officer McKinnon down on tho steamer 
Cutoh to seo if by any ehuneo tho sloop 
might be overtaken. The oil" chance proved 
the winning one. This morning about 
o'clock a small sloop was sighted. Tho 
Cutoh boro down upon her, and a customs 
oflieer happening to bo on board called ou 
the vessel to heave to. This command was 
obeyed. Officer McKinnon sprang on board 
and took possession. On board tho sloop 
was found the entire crew of the Bawnmore, 
consisting of five men, The sloop was 
manned by three Union men. The entire 
crowd was transferred to tho Cutch and a 
sailor put in charge of tho sloop, which was 
taken in tow. In the meantime the city 
police hud not been asleep, and two more 
Union men suspected of having u hand in 
the case were arrested just before the Cutch 
arrived. The entiro party were taken to 
jail, where tho crew of the Bawnmore were 
examined by Superintendent Hussey. So 
far as can now be learned the crew claim to 
havo been under guard all this lime. 

One of the men of the steamer Bawn- 
more tells the following story of the cap- 
ture : 

" I arrived in Nanaimo, from San Frau- 
eisco, on Monday, January 10. I am not a 
member of any union. On the night of 
January 18 I was on board tho steamer. 1 
went to bed about 7 or S o'clock. At about 
1 1 o'clock I awoke, and found the fore- 
castle full of men, who wero till strange to 
me. Ono of tho men called up to me and 
said : '(let up and come along with us.' I 
said : ' Let me alone ; I don't want to leave 
the ship.' At this he struck me and knocked 
me off my trunk on tho lloor. The man 
then pulled out my clothing bag, and 1 
was hustled on deck, I tried to get 
aft, but was pushed over tho side of the 
steamer into a small boat. All the crew 
were with inc. Three steamer men went 
with us. We were taken to Newcastle 
island. I kept saying let mo alone, I don't 
want to go. One of the men pointed a 
pistol at my messmate, Autoine, when on 
tho steamer, and I was afraid to try to get 
away from tho small boat on account of 
thinking that such men would hurt me if I 
tried to get away. 

" When the boat arrived at the island, 
we wero taken to a cabin. A man, who I 
was told was a Union bos?, told two men to 
guard us and shoot us down if we tried 
to escape. Next day wo were taken into 
the bush and guarded all day, as the Union 
men seemed to fear that the police would 
find us. At night wo were brought back. 
A watch was kept, and when the boat camo 
in sight we were driven up stairs. We saw 
the Bawnmore steaming away. 

" On Friday evening a boat came and put 
us aboard of a sloop. We were put in 
charge of a crew consisting of three men 
and bundled into the hold and tho hatch 
battened down. No further threats were 
used, except to warn us to keep still and 
we would not be hurt. About !) o'clock on 
Saturday morning we fell a boat strike the 
side of the sloop and the lintch was lifted. 
An officer came down and asked us if we 
were the crew of the Bawnmore. On receiv- 
ing nn answer in the allirmative we were 
told to go on board the steamer Cutch." 

This is tho story of the capture as far as 
can be learned until tho witnesses are ex- 
amined. Tho men of the crew of the 
Bawnmore are said to have recogniz: d one 
of tho crew of the sloop as a guard who 
held them ou the island. This sudden and 
successful capture of the sloop makes an 
important link in the chain of evidence 
against the Seamen's Union. Tho police 
huve dono splendid work and are deserving 
of great credit. Oflieer McKinnon's capture 
of the Union sloop came like a thunder clap 
to tho local Union men. 

It now looks as if several convictions 
would follow. At this time the police are 
still working a number of clues and will 
probably make more arrests in the course of 
the night. An endeavor is being made to 
Strike a telling blow against those who have 
so long and successfully evaded the process 
of the law. The city is excited and every- 
one is asking eagerly for full particulars. 

Midnight — The kidnapping case grows 
more exciting every hour. City Chief of 
Police O'Connell took thtee of the crow of 
the Bawnmore to a meeting "f the Sailors' 
Union. The outer guard fled at his ap' 
preach, The Chief knocked on the door, 
and the inner guard opened up. The chair- 
man caught sight of tho Chief and asked 
him to cumo in. Tho Chief stepped in with 
the three men. Ex-Secretary of the Union, 
Olynn, sprang to his feet and denounced 
the proceedings as an outrage and a high- 
handed proceeding, Tho Bawnmore men 
pointed out a man us having been a guard 
over them on the island. Tho Chief offered 
to retire till the meeting was over, but said 
that no man could leave the building. Ho 
was then asked to remain, but refused, and 
went out saying, "1 will wait till you make 
up your minds whether you want me to 
come in now or to wait for the end of tho 
meeting." 

In a short time he was invited to enter 
and tho man picked out, again and arrested. 
Ho was taken to prison, being at once 
Identified by the remainder of the Bawn- 
more's men us being ono of their guards. 
Meantime the owner of the cabin on the 



island has been arrested. This makes nine 
arrests in all up to date. So far fivo mon have 
been positively identified as having had a 
hand in tho matter. The union camp is in 
a stato of consternation at what seems a 
death blow to methods which beforo wero 
successful. All tho authorities are working 
hard o:, the case, which now bids fair to bo- 
eomo ono of tho most sensational in the 
history of tho Nanaimo union.

KlNOSTON, Jan. 21.— Three young men 
wero skating on tho Bay of Quinto when 
one of them, Herbert Moore, broke through 
the ice. The weather was ten below zero, 
but Moore's companions disrobed and tying 
their garments together made a ropo to 
throw their drowning friend, but he could 
not reach it and sank with good byes to his 
noble friends. 

Dropped Drnd. 

Bracebbidoe, Jan. 21. — Rev. Emil 
Boucker, pastor of the German church at 
Germaniu, was seated at dinner when ho 
complained of a severe headache. He rose 
from tho tablo and immediately dropped 
dead. 

Sol While no Annexationist, 

Windsor, Jan. 21. — Atthe recent banquet 
here to the Governor-General, Sol White 
denied being an annexationist, and declared 
that he yielded to no man in his loyalty to 
tho British throne and constitution. In 
consequeiioo of these utterances it is an- 
nounced that, he has beeu shut out of the 
annexation fold, 

The Cowboy Evangelist. 

TORONTO, Jan. 21. — The cowboy evangel- 
ist whom tho justices placed behind tho 
bars of the Central prison, ia ill. It is not 
thought that he is Buffering from any great 
bodily ailment, but that his indisposition is 
induced by the near approach of tho day on 
which he will bo flogged. The first instal- 
ment of this punishment will be given on 
Wednesday next. 

Chanced Ills Heller. 

TORONTO, Jan. 21.— Rev. Leroy Hooker, 
formerly of the Metropolitan church, To- 
ronto, is said to have been received into tho 
Presbytery of Chicago and will take charge 
of the Fifth Presbyterian church thero. 

Destructive Fire. 

Montreal, Jan. 21.— Shortly after S last 
evening a fire broke out in the establishment 
of Mr. Lyon Silverman, a dealer in extracts, 
No. f>04 St. Paul 6treet. The lire started in 
a wooden partition near a furnace, reached 
the roof and spread to the adjoining stores 
on either side. The store on the west sido 
wns occupied by Levere & Co., dealers in 
soaps and perfumes, and that on tho east 
side by I. Harris & Co., cigar manufacturers. 
Tho loss will bo heavy but is well covered by 
insurance.

Failure of an Old Firm. 

Halifax, N. S., Jan. 21.— The firm of P. 
& L. Tossier, one of the most prominent 
merchant ile houses of Sc. Johns, Nfld., 
which has been In existence for fifty years, 
has failed. Their liabilities are $800,000. 
The linn's London agents are the heaviest 
losers. The Newfoundland creditors will 
not be seriously affected. Unprofitable 
speculation in the fish trade is the cause of 
t lie failure.

Ottawa, Jan. 21.— Tho Government pro- 
poses to closo tho Marine hospital at Vic- 
toria, and will ask the City hospital authori- 
ties to taku charge of sick mariners, the 
Government paying a per diem allowance 
for their support. 

Mr. Mclnerney, tho new member for 
Kent, will move the address in the Houso of 
Commons, Mr. Lecluire, member for Terre- 
bonne, will be the seconder. Senator John 
Ferguson will move the address in the 
Upper House. 

The Chilliwack Railway cpmpany are 
applying for a Dominion charter. 

The Nicola Valley railway seek power to 
amalgamate with the Canadian Pacific. 

Hon. Mr. Daly replies vigorously to Hon. 
Mr. Greenway for blaming the Dominion 
Government for interfering with the Mani- 
toba exhibit at the World's Fuir, and 
showed tho COLONIST a letter to Mr. Green- 
way, dated December 3, offering a contri- 
bution of $5,000 to assist a Manitoba agency 
outside the fuir grounds. Mr. Greenway 
had not courtesy enough to reply to the 
letter. 

The new arrangement for booking agents 
in Great Britain provides that the Govern- 
ment will givo $1.75 for every adult reach- 
ing Winnipeg, in place of a §o bonus for 
actual homesteaders. Tho change is advan- 
tageous on both sidea. The Government 
saves money, while the agents receive it 
more quickly. 

The press and public were admitted to 
the Privy Council chamber to-day when 
the Manitoba school case was argued. The 
Province was not represented. Mr. Ewart 
for the Catholic minority spoke for about 
an hour and dealt with events anterior to 
Confederation, drawing comparisons be- 
tween the attitude of the Ontario and 
Quebec legislatures and contending that 
some arrangement was made in reference to 
the Province of Manitoba. The argument 
throughout was really the same as advanced 
in November. Mr. Ewart contended His 
Excellency in Council had power to act, 
and was bouud to deliver judgment on the 
merits of cases when brought beforo him. 
He reviewed the New Brunswick school act 
of 1871, and concluded by asking that an 
early date bo named for the appeal on its 
merits. The Government announced that the 
request would bo considered. Father La- 
combe, Mr. LaRiviere, M. P., and Senator 
Beruier were present.

Chicag i Board of Trade have adopted resol- 
utions protesting against tho President of 
tho United Stutes taking any action that 
will deprive its citizens of availing 
themselves of the facilities offered by 
Canadian railways for the transportation of 
the products of tho United States through 
the Dominion of Canada and re-entering tho 
United States freo of duty under pro- 
per restrictions. Tho resolutions wero 
telegraphed to the President and copies 
were mailed to the United States senators 
and representatives from Illinois.

Highwaymen at the Qncon City— Big Flro at 
Edison— A Walking Case of Smallpox. 

SEATTLE, Jan. 21.— (Special)— A gang of 
foot pads and petty thieves are now oper- 
ating in town. On Thursday night they 
stood up Thomas T. Little, a lawyer, in the 
residence portion of the town nt 8 o'clock. 
They threatened him with a sandbag and 
revolver, and took §25 cash and a gold 
watch. Last night a Chinaman was as- 
saulted and robbed in the mine manner, 
only the highwaymen beat hia face in. 

A $25,000 tiro took place at Edison, 
Skagit county, last night. It broke out 
under Holler's warehouse and quickly 
I spread. Smith's warehouse and Loomis' 
drug store, adjoining, caught next. Thero 
is no lire department there ; the water 
comes two miles in logs under a very low 
pressure and is worthless in caso of fire. 
The dames jumped across McKiggart ave- 
nue and caught Dozer's large store, the post 
office, warehouse and Jonah's harness store, 
Cain's hotel office and bar caught next. The 
I'litirc city buildings were consumed; insur- 
ance very light. 

John Clausen, a German laborer, was 
found on tho street this afternoon with 
smallpox. He was taken to tho pest-house. 
He refuses to give any information concern- 
ing himself. Pat Phofan, who went to the 
pest-house last week, died this morning of 
hemorrhagic smallpox.

President Heureux of that 
republic claims to have discovered papers 
implicating members of President Hippo- 
Iyto's cabinet in a plot, to overthrow the 
government of Sun Domingo.

ment of the case of Frederick Mevs, an 
American merchant, who was thrown into 
prison ou a trumped-up churge that ho was 
a smuggler. The United States Govern- 
ment bus made a demand for reparation and 
apology. Judging from tho events of the 
past few days, the Haytian Government has 
changed front and is ready to comply with 
tho demands. This is, no doubt, due to tho 
return of the United States cruiser Atlanta, 
and United States Minister Durham, who 
reached here to-day from San Domingo.

The Board of Trade Banquet— An 
Artistic Decorative Device That 
Was Admired. 

(Special Corrcspondonco of tho Colonist.) 

Toronto, Jan. 14. — Hero is an oppor- 
tunity, for tho musically inclined and 
musically cultured people of Victoria to de- 
cluro themselves as first rato artists by 
coming into competition with their brother 
and sister musicians of Outurio and tho 
other provinces of tho Dominion. The 
Toronto Vocal Society is offering a prize of 
$•25 for tho best musical Betting as a four 
part song, of the following words :

Now a'nks the sun,

And as its eyelids gently close, 
Tho murmuring breeze lulls it to swoot repose, 
And all is still.

It must 
be composed by a resident of Canada, must 
not have been published before, and must 
bo accompanied by a motto chosen by the 
composer. A duplicate of tho motto, with 
the name and address of the composer, is to 
he enclosed in a separato envelope marked 
" Evening competition." Tho secretary of 
the soekty is Mr. J. N. Sutherland, Toronto, 
Out., who will receive the compositions and 
the separate cnvolopes, the latter not to be 
opened until the judges appointed by the 
society shall have agreed upon the selection.

Thero has recently been published here a 
poem by "A Young Canadian," tho title of 
which, " Two Loves and a Life," gives no 
index of the wealth of it3 expression. Com- 
pliments have been so freely bestowed from 
all who have read the production that it 
were almost flattery to add to the score. 
The story of tho poem is a very pretty one, 
and there are two lines which, iu expressing 
tho thoughts of one " Love," tell the whole 
tale.

Tho simplest and most emphatic thing 
thut I can auy about the Hoard of Trade 
banquet, which has been the event of the 
month, is that it was a success in every 
respect. Those of you who recall any of tho 
many delights of that vast pavilion in the 
Horticultural Gardens can picture it to 
yourselves, lighted brilliantly and decorated 
magnificently, with soft curves of crimson, 
white and old gold bunting stretched across 
tho naked, ugly roof, and gathered into fans 
down tho sides — a tropical profusion of 
flowers, not only ou tho table but every- 
where, so that the eye was constantly 
rested on the colors, sweet and fair and gay. 
A few shields and flags wero appropriately 
distributed and hero and there above tho 
stogc and guests' table wero some simple 
and well-chosen mottoes, " Canada Our 
Country " being the chief ; but the decora- 
tion of decorations, to my mind, and tho 
one most pregnant with exalted suggestions, 
was a novel device which occupied a prom- 
inent position on the.broad guest tabic. It 
was an essay, a lecture without words, and 
each and every man and woman that looked 
upon it had to feel the truth which is only 
now being recognized, that it is but a stop 
from Halifax to Victoria, and that step u 
short one. What was the device? It was 
this : Right in the centre of the guest table 
wero two oceans in miniature with bright 
banks of evergreen, and upon "the wide, 
wide sea " were mimic ships with white 
Bails, and Union Jacks flying at tho peaks. 
On the ocean to the right was a 
beautiful little model of the Empress of 
Japan — one that would have been at once 
recognized and that would have taught the 
average British Columbian that there aro 
many men who, while they have not been 
on the coast, have still a fuint conception of 
what great progress the Pacific province 
has made, lietween tho two oceans ran u 
rood of shining rails, and upon them was a 
skilfully modelled engine and train of cars, 
which needed but one thing to make them 
complete— the words Canadian Pacific. 
Was that not an artistic fancy ? I think it 
was. It must have pleased the President of 
the CP. R., Mr. Van Home, who sat near 
to where it was, and the only remark I am 
going to make about it is that when tho 
next great banquet of tho Toronto Hoard of 
Trade shall be held, I hope that tho 
name of the vessel on the Atlantic 
side shall be recognized as that of 
one of the fast lleet of mail and passenger 
steamers that shall bo plying between the 
Canadian ports and the great cities of the 
European seaeoast. Mr. Van Home says it 
can bo done, and 1 think ho went even fur- 
ther and said it "must" bo done. That 
means that it " will " be done. 

1 sat in tho gallery while the dinner was 
in progress and I afterwards listened to the 
speeches until all the great orators hud de- 
livered themselves, —then I went home and 
reflected, and the burden of my thoughts 
was of the delightful music f hud heard 
from tho best band in the Province of On- 
tario, which furnished tho entertainment 
while tho dinner was being served. Six 
hundred of Toronto's bravo and four hun- 
dred of Toronto's fair dined to thut music. 
What shall we say? Shall it not be that 
we can now understand how it was that the 
barbarous kings and barons of the olden 
days loved to lean t on the viands that were 
provided while their ears were filled with 
the sweet music of tho bards and minstrels '.' 
Custom, like history, repeals itsolf,— per- 
haps I ought to nay, though, that wo are 
moro refined, possibly more witty, and enr- 
tainly more decent.

THE ETIQUETTE OF WINE DRINKING. 

Ah Applied to Abstainers and Their En- 
tertainers. 

In these days of dinner giving and of 
tho very usual serving of wine upon the 
tables of the rich and well to do the con- 
scientious abstainer finds it difficult as 
ever to do his duly. Ho is often the 
guest of men and women whom he feels 
to be in many respects far better than 
himself, and yet they servo wine, which 
his Bcnse of right will not allow him to 
drink. Of course he allows the servant 
to fill his glass. If toasts aro offered he 
lifts his glass to his lips. Of course alsc 
ho says nothing to any one unless com- 
pelled to do so regarding his feelings in 
the matter. 

There is an equally plain code, it 
would seem, for tho host and hostess of 
such a guest, but from tho fact that it is 
seldom observed it may not perhaps be 
quite so obvious as at first it appears. 

It seems reasonable that a host 01 
hostess, upon observing that a guest sits 
through course after course without 
touching his wine, should reflect that a 
mention of tho subject would very likely 
produce embarrassment. It is a rule oi 
good society that no word should be ut- 
tered therein which may produco em- 
barrassment. Tho guest presumably 
does not care to admit to one at whose 
tablo ho is sitting, and whom he sees 
partaking of wine and pressing it upon 
others, that ho does not think it right 
to enjoy that beverage. Only a phari- 
seo of tho pharisees could relish such a 
course as that, 

If attention, therefore, is called to his 
abstinence ho can only, as thousands 
havo dono before him, make some pre- 
text to cover his eccentricity. Ho can 
say, "'Wine does not agree with me," or 
"Wine affects my head," or his nerves 
or digestion or something of that sort, 
sonio 0110 of which must bo true. If 
pushed further ho must of course admit 
that his conscience supplies his chief rea- 
son, thus indirectly condemning his 
host and hostess, and very likely every 
other guest at the. table. 

Upon staling tho case in this plain 
way the breach of propriety committed 
by those who question a guest concern- 
ing his reasons for refusing to drink 
wino becomes glaringly evident. Yet 
this is dono constantly by otherwise 
well bred people. A host and hostess 
should never seem to observe that a 
guest does not drink his wino. He has 
manifested his good opinion of them, in 
a general way, by appearing at llieir 
table. They should not drive him to 
emphasize, in such a place, whatever dif- 
ferences there may bo between them. t

to her table out of regard for tho mutual 
friend for win mi the party was given. 
No wino was served with this luncheon. 
Ono of tho ladies present, a warm pro- 
hibitionist, injudiciously remarked upon 
tho fact. The stranger took up tho sub- 
ject with unnecessary energy and calm- 
ly declared amid the silence of the as- 
tonished company that sho was rendered 
very uncomfortable by being obliged to 
take a meal without wino. 

Tho hostess, unable to endure tho re- 
flection that a partaker at her table 
should bo afflicted with tho pangs of in- 
digestion in consequence, managed to 
linger with her strange guest for a fow 
moments after tho rest and ordered 
brought for her a glass of peptonized 
Bherry, the only drink of the kind which 
tho house contained, and winch sho con- 
descendingly drank.

C. Cattle 
Co. ferry are both carried away, and a nuin- 
ber of boats along the river received the 
same treatment. Wo had pretty cold 
weather up in our district, and in Novem- 
ber the stockmen hud to commence feeding, 
but when [ came away the snow was about 
gone along tho rivor and the cattle could 
graze."

ENFORCE THE LA II',?. 

We are glad to sec that tho Government 
has taken prompt measures to discover and 
to bring to justice the perpetrators of the 
Bawnmore outrage. Such an invasion of 
private rights and such a flagrant violation of 
law cannot be tolerated iu a province under 
British rule. 

This crime has evidently been committed 
iu the name of the rights of labor. Part of 
tlio crew of the Bawnmore were non-union 
men and, consequently, those who have 
constituted themselves the asserters of the 
rights of labor at Nanaimo havo undertaken 
to board the ship iu tho dead of night and 
under threats to deprive men who had com- 
mitted no offence whatever of their liberty, 
their employment and the wages they had 
honestly earned. No lawfully constituted 
Government would dare to act in this arbi- 
trary, cruel and tyrannical manner. That 
a gang of conspirators should arrogate to 
themselves the power to treat innocent men 
In this way and to subject shipowners and 
shipmasters to loss and inconvenience is not 
to bo endured. 

The men who countenance doings such as 
this are the worst enemies which labor lias 
to contend with. Such doings outrago the 
sense of justice of all well-disposed and law- 
abiding men. They believe that the men 
who committed this crime would commit 
others more heinous and more dangerous to 
the community if they only had the oppor- 
tunity. If, for instance, some of the sailors 
on board the Bawnmore had resisted, as 
they had every right to do, would not tho 
raiders have used the revolvers with which 
they were armed ? Blood would havo been 
shed and murder committed. And all for 
what '! Because some men who did not 
belong to a trades union had the audacity 
to earn their bread and that of those de- 
pendent on them in a lawful way. Is it a 
crime punishable with death either by 
pistol shot or starvation, in these days, for 
an honest man who does not belong to a 
union to do honest work ? And is the 
employer of non-union men to be heavily 
fined because he exercises his freedom 
in selecting the men who shall 
do his work i Can the men who endeavor 
to work their system in this lawless and 
tyrannical manner expect to win the confi- 
dence, respect and support of those in the 
community who love justice and fair-play, 
and who respect tho law ? They certainly 
cannot. They may be feared, and terror 
may produce what ha3 the appearance of 
acquiescence and tolerance, but they will 
be hated, and the community in which they 
commit Uic30 outrages will rejoice when 
they fail to accomplish any end they have 
in vie iv. 

We are surprised that intelligent und 
discerning men who belong to labor unions 
do not see that deeds of lawless violence 
and war • l the knife against non-union men 
are doing their cause more harm than all 
the efforts of all their opponents. The kid- 
nappers that boarded the Bawnmore on 
Wednesday night are the worst enemies 
that organized labor has in this province. 

The Government, therefore, when it takes 
vigorous measures to bring those kidnappers 
to justice is not only doing its duty in 
asserting the supremacy of the law; but in 
making its authority felt and in preventing 
the recurrence of such crimes it is conferring 
a benefit of inestimable value upon all 
classes and all interests in the community— 
that of organized labor among the rest. 

Since the above was written we learn 
that the non-union men taken from the 



Bawnmore and their captors havo been 
found, and aro iu the custody of the author- 
ities. This is well. 



THE NOVA SCOTIA COAL DEAL. 

Tho Nova Scotia coal deal, which tho 
Legislature of that province has been con- 
vened to sanction, has created quite a stir 
iu tho Maritime Provinces. The Nova 
Scotia Government has strictly kept its 
own counsel iu the matter. Before tho 
opening of the Legislature it was not 
known what mines it was proposed to leaso 
to the syndicate or what were tho terms of 
tho bargain. It has been said that the deal 
ulTects the Cape Breton mines only. But 
tho opponents of the Provincial Govern- 
ment declare that all tho mines of the pro- 
vince are to be gobbled up, and u coal mono- 
poly that will act in concert with tho 
great American monopoly will bo created. 
The purchasers aro known to be Americans, 
the loading mau being Mr. Whitney, a 
well-known Eastern capitalist. 

It is said that the syndicate's object in 
taking the mines is rather to get control 
of the output of coal of Eastern Canada 
than to work the mines, Pictures— of 
course altogether imaginary— are drawn of 
tho dreadful consequences which will 
follow placing the coal mines of 
Nova Scotia in the hands of 
an American syndicate. But tho Gov- 
ernor of the Province, in his speech from tho 
Throne, does not apprehend any evil conse- 
quences from leasing to foreigners a number 
of the coal mines of the Province. On the 
contrary, he expresses himself confident that 
the deal will result iu an increased develop- 
ment of tho mineral wealth of the country, 
lie says : " Capitalists have como forward 
to undertake coal mining operations. The 
high financial standing and known enter- 
prise of the parties, and the investments 
they have already made on tho faith of as- 
surances given them, are a guarantee of their 
intention to vigorously prosecute tho work 
they have undertaken, which I feel assured 
will largely increase the revenues and bene- 
ticially effect the many interests connected 
with the coal trade, while it will, I trust, at 
tho same time yield tho investors the liberal 
return which their enterprise will so well 
deserve." 

All this points to increased activity in 
working the mines and a larger output. If 
the syndicate does not mine more coal than 
the present lessees of the mines, how can the 
revenues be increased ? The Government 
owns all the coal and other minerals and 
t.ikes a royalty on all coal raised. If the 
syndicate acts as tho opponents of the Gov- 
ernment fear, and makes .'ti mi Pons, not by 
working the mines but by keeping them 
idle, the revenues of the proviuco will bo 
diminished instead of being increased by the 
transfer which the Government recommends. 

However, whether for good or for evil, 
the transaction will in ull probability be 
sanctioned, for Mr. Fielding, tho Premier, 
is much too shrewd a man to engage in an 
undertaking of this kind, and to go so far in 
it as he has gone, without bein^ sure that 
he Iiiib a majority to carry his measure 
through the Legislature. 

It is Biid that the Canadian Pacific is in- 
terested iu this coal deal, but this may be 
a mere surmise. It is more than probable 
that there aro Montreal capitalists in the 
syndicate, as many of the Cape Breton mines 
are owned and worked by Montreal men. 
It is greatly to be hoped that whoever the 
new men may be the transaction will prove 
beneficial not only to Nova Scotia but to 
the whole of Kastern Canada. 



THE GREAT SCANDAL. 

The Panama Canal scandal still occupies 
a large share of public attention in Europe 
and America. There havo really been no 
fresh revelations of late. It was long ago 
shown to be a most rascally piece of busi- 
ness, and the more it is examined tho moro 
apparent the rascality becomes. The canal 
was no doubt commenced in good faith. 
Tho projectors believed that they could do 
the work. But in time it was known by all 
those most deeply interested that the canal 
could not be completed, and when tho 
money was spent, tlio great object of the 
ompai.y was to raise more, not to finish the 
c mal, but to stave of! banckruptcy aud to 
got as much out of the project before the 
crash came as they could contrivo to grab. 

Although the press of France, with a 
single exception, was bribed into silence, 
there were some who knew the real state of 
the company's affairs, and they had to 
get hush money. The fund raised by the 
lottery project seems to have been nearly 
ull stolen. Schemers of one sort and another, 
as Charles Lesseps confessed, took him by 
the throat und compelled him to disgorge. 
He dared not refuse. If he had been doing 
an honest business, and if his conscience 
was clear ho could set the scoundrels, great 
and small, at defiance. But the conscious- 
ness that he was dealing unfairly with the 
people who were putting their money in tho 
project, caused him to be both cowardly and 
weak. He uvs, it would appear, unable to 
refuse tlio paltriest rogue that demanded 
to be paid for holding his tongue. 
Among those who were paid for 
keeping quiet were many representatives 
of the people. How many, is not yet ex- 
actly known. Tlio list was made out, and

photographed, but it has not yet como to 
tho light. Many men who are innocent 
may have been accused, but it is just as 
likely that the names of some who received 
bribes havo uot yet been montionod. 

It is most surprising that the rascality 
did not como to light sooner than it did. 
There can be no doubt that for somo timo 
beforo tho denouement quite a largo num- 
ber knew what was going on, and that tho 
tricks of the tricksters wero tho topic of 
conversation in private circles, but the gen- 
eral public had uo suspicion that they wero 
being robbed. This could not have hap- 
pened either iu Great Britain or the Dom- 
inion of Canada. There may bo venal 
journalists in both countries, but the whole 
press could not have bceu bought as it was 
in France. Some paper would got an inkling 
of what was going on, und would make it 
public, and when once tho suspicions of tho 
people wero roused other newspapers would 
be compelled to discuss the subject, and so 
the truth would como out. If tho alurm 
had been sounded in time, millions would 
have been saved for the people of France, 
and they would havo been spared much suf- 
fering. We sometimes hear complaints of 
the meddlesomeness of the newspapers, but 
it is far better to huvo them meddlesome 
than that they should he criminally silent 
when the interests of tho people requiro 
that they should speak out. The people of 
countries that aru really free do not, even 
yet, fully realize how much they owe to a 
press which some fastidious persons con- 
demn as inquisitive, impertinent and loqua- 
cious. If France had such a press, the 
probability is there would have been no 
Panama so indal. 



EDI TORI A L COMMENT. 

Wk cannot but admiro the logic of the 
local organ of the Opposition, It would 
havo its readers believe that whenever any 
one, no matter lipw foolish or how artful he 
may bo, becomes excited and makes a fuss, 
they must conclude that something serious 
bus happened or is going to happen.

Impaired vital powers nro tho result of 
tho prudish ideas of past generations of 
women? In consequenco girls of today 
aro encouraged, as are their brothers, in 
all athletic sport and out of door exer- 
cise, and in tho better circles of society 
early marriages are no longer desired by 
intelligent parents, -who are learning 
physiological truths which tho Spartans 
respected and recognized when they 
made laws forbidding their females to 
marry under twenty-live or their males 
nnder thirty. 

Nor do women marry, as formerly, for 
tho sake of a homo or of being supported 
or to escape the odium of being "old 
maids." So man)' avenues of usefulness 
and lienor are now open to women every- 
where that in every rank of life women 
aro more independent than their grand- 
mothers would have dared to he. The 
old time jokes about woman's insincer- 
ity as regard:', her age are rarely perpo- 
.'nsivsa!. - trated now. Up to thirty-five; no woman 
s,l. old time superstitions ' ncs > tl,t( ;8 to acknowledge her ago, and a 
woman aro 




( in regard to 
year by year growing fewer in number, 
and it is safe to predict that in the not 
distant future her social and intellectual 
rights will be everywhere as freely ac- 
knowledged as arc her brothers'. 

In all ages and countries where wom- 
en have been regarded as intellectually 
inferior to men and relegated to tho ani- 
mal piano their charm has been consid- 
ered as a thing exclusively of youth. In 
eastern lands girls are mothers at 
twelve, fourteen and sixteen years of 
• age, grandmothers often at thirty or 
younger and old and passee at thirty-five. 

That a woman could possess any per- 
sonal attractiveness after she had passed 
her teens would be beyond the compre- 
hension of the oriental mind, and until 
the last quarter of a century the west- 
em world has been hardly less material 
in its estimate of feminine character. 
The heroine of the original novel was tho 
fourteen-year-old. "Sweet sixteen" and 
"blooming eighteen" were the favorite 
ages less than half a century ago, and it 
was not until the multiplication of col- 
leges for woman kept her from society 
until past twenty that the world of fic- 
tion—usually a fair reflection of a world 
of realities — discovered tho possibilities 
of sweetness in the early twenties. 

The increase in the longevity of girl- 
hood is the result of woman's broader 
life and a wider recognition of her ca- 
pabilities and possibilities. Among the 
better classes tho girl's need of education 
and right to it are as readily conceded to 
her as aro the boy's privileges to him. 
The old time fallacy that girls mature 
more rapidly than boys no longer serves 
as reason for thrusting upon tho unde- 
veloped maiden of sixteen cares for 
which she is no moro ready than is tho av- 
erage hoy of that age. Up to twenty-one 
and later the young woman of the period 
is busy with her books and educational 
interests, and instead of being a mother 
at eighteen, as her grandmother was be- 
fore her, she is now what she should bo 
at that age— a happy, unfettered girl. 

Nor is the tag, "oi l maid," affixed to 
tho unmarried woman at as early an ago 
as formerly, when twenty -five was de- 
nominated the "second corner" and thir- 
ty marked the age of forlorn spinster- 
hood. A study of marriage statistics 
in fashionable society will show that 
more girls marry after twenty -five than 
younger, and further study of modern 
society will reveal the fact that its belles 
are qitito as often women in the thirties 
as in tho twenties. 

Tho girl of eighteen has tho charm of 
youth, and the world will always pay 
tribute to her innocence and freshness, 
but sho no longer poses, as in the earlier 
century, as the divine creature who can 
compel all knees to bow before her. In- 
deed tho debutantes of modern society 
often complain that the adoration -which 
should be theirs is borne off by the young 
matrons and bewitching widows, and if 
this is so it only compliments tho good 
sense of society. 

Men demand more of women than they 
once did, and this the woman of tho 
world soon learns. If she is moro inter- i 
esting at thirty than she was at twenty I 
it is because sho has learned the impor- 
tant of being as well as looking attract- 
ive. Indeed it may lie argued that tho 
wise woman of modern times is learning 
the lesson of history, which is that the 
secret of lasting charm is found in the 
culture of something moro than youth- 
ful grace. 

Cleopatra was no longer a girl when 
she subjugated the heart of Marc An- 
tony, and it is difficult to believe that 
tho secret of her inexhaustible attract- 
iveness, whose "infinite variety ago could 
not wither nor custom stale," was found 
in the play of shapely limbs or the flash 
of beautiful eyes. Josephine kid passed 
tho boundaries of girlhood when she won 
tho heart of Napoleon, and the leaders 
of the French salon were women of years 
as well as of intellect. 

Who remembers to inquire how old 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu was when 
reading of her triumphs as tho most bril- 
liant woman of the reign of George II? 

Who ever thinks of the beautiful 
Mine, do Ilecamier as a woman "well on 
in years," or associates a thought of age 
with Mme. de Stael? 

And in our own country and day aro 
not tin; women most honored in society, 
in literature, in the world, women who 
have studied life, and whoso faces oftener 
showed lines of I bought than cheeks 
abloom with the glow of youth? 

The Clarissas and tho Lucys and tho 
Marianas have hail their day. A new 
typo of femininity lias arisen, and tho 
combination of angel and idiot formerly 
idealized in poetry and fiction no longer 
exists 

of girlhood, in whose nature all sponta- 
neity was repressed, is now rarely met 
with. 

Girls are encouraged to be natural and 
unaffected, and educated less in stilted 
ideas of propriety than they were when 
the innocence of youth was marred by 
enforced teaching upon the necessity of 
Securing a home and providing one's self 
with a husband. The' instincts and de- 
sires of youth an; not. crushed out as they 
were under the old regime, and tho life, 
physical and mental, develops moro in 
accordance with natural laws. 

Themothorsof the present have dis- 



Buccossful novel of recent years actually 
made its heroine an unmarried woman 
thirty-seven years old. 

In English and American society, as 
well as in Prance, the women recognized 
as social leaders and society belles are 
women oftener in tho thirties than in 
the twenties. The woman of tho world 
knows that with years she gains in charm 
— that where in her first season she bored 
and irritated the man who took her out 
to dinner sho has in her fuller maturity 
and experience a stimulus and a fasci- 
nation for him. Women of society know, 
too, that to retain their sovereignty they 
must cultivate individuality and be some- 
thing more than reflectors of the life 
around them. Hence it happens that in- 
stead of the exceptionally brilliant wom- 
an of the lost century the women of to- 
day are as a whole women of wit , of in 
telligonco, of versatility. Women have 
more interests in life than they had in 
past years. Literary qlrbs, reading cir- 
cles, language classes and a host of other 
stimulating interests keep the modern 
woman young and active. People' grow 
old not from years, hut from want of 
purpose. 

Seme one has said that tho age of 
grandmothers is past and deplores the 
departure of the picturesque old ladies 
who. adorned with spotless kerchiefs and 
close made caps, formerly occupied the 
rocking Chairs in the warmest corners 
and industriously knitted endless socks. 
But if they have gone we have in their 
stead worthy successors, of whom Mrs 
Livermore, Julia Ward Howe, Mrs. Hen 
ry Ward Beecher and Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton are illustrious examples. These 
women are all past "threescore years 
and ten." and still no (me of them has as 
yet laid her scepter down. No one thinks 
of these women as old, for their lives are 
full of the fragrance of eternal youth. 

Lives cease to bo measured by time's 
calendars when they rise above tho ma- 
terial plane. Tho women who fear the 
years for the wrinkles they may bring 
or the lines across beauty which they 
may make will never possess the fresh- 
ness "of spirit which is life's greatest 
charm. But tho women who Btay young 
in spite of years aro those wdioso lives 
hold many interests. They are tho ones 
who do not feel that with the attainment 
of a certain age desuetude of all the 
powers must ensue. They never grow 
"too old" to enjoy life and all its stimu- 
lating influences. 

Fifty years ago it would have been a 
most unusual thing to have met women 
past thirty as students in any depart- 
ment of active effort. Today women of 
all ages are found in every field of activ- 
ity. The woman of forty takes up a 
new language or a fresh study with as 
much zeal as a girl of twenty, and the 
world forgets to consider the age of those 
who fling over its dusty highways the 
flowers of new thought ami the fragrance 
of fresh life.

He Says it Isn't so Easy as it Looks 
to Acquire Weal ill as a 
Lecturer. 



An Up Hill Job Under Any Oircum 
stances- His First Lecture and 
How Ho Felt.

I've just been talk iii£» with a youni 
man mi the train. Ho squirted an lion 
of sunshine into my life. So ho imag 
inetl. In fact, I wanted to sloop, being 
short over six hours of slumber aud 
counting on getting a small collection ol 
winks on the way. Ho sat near me in 
the seat and hunt,' his ovi rcoat over mj 
head so that his Blacking tobacco sifted 
down the hack ol my nock and tickled 
the top of my sensitive head.

Speaking of lecturing, 1 have an ear- 
nest and sine. -re letter from a young man 
at Raccoon Summit, Ten n. , asking about 
my own early experience aud how I liki 
it. 

The histo y of the lecture industry ol 
America i^ one of alternate elation and 
depression. It is a history of alternat 
failure and success, written with the 
heart's blood of the lecturer. ll is .-. 
r col'd of hope and indigestion, of ex 
hilarating applause and nipping frosts. 

It is easy m America to say : "1 wil 
ho a lecturer. I will train my voice am 
warm the cold hearts of my fellows with 
my nice new upper register. 1 will trail, 
myself (roin an elocutionary point oi 
v ew, and I will write myself a lei tire t. 
fit the gestures that 1 have thought up 
1 will win lor myself a place in ilie lieart.- 
of my countrymen at ?L'UU per pop, am 
committees shall say, 'Lu ! he is indeed 
a corker 1' and the leading people of tin 
town shall take me to their homes and 
give me of their preserves, and the coin 
mittee shall meet me at the depot with a 
livery lea m." 

It is easy to say all this, hut it is in 
easy to do if. lief.. re all this can ha; 
pen the long dusty road that leads t 
public approval must he sprinkled win 
tears. I'he amateur lecturer must con 
tribute many sobs a d three sheet po- 
tors, aud many an amateur manager 
must meet with reverses of his fortunes 
while t lie lecturer's cuffs are going 
through the same process. 

Our bes lecturers are too wealthy to 
lecture, aid io the field is occupied 
pretty extensively by those whose fame 
is superior to their lectin-, b, or whoso 
lectures are superi r to then fame. -So 
too often it is either "a an all but de- 
lighted audience," or "a laige and dis- 
appointed one." 

Sometimes the lecturer entirely escapes 
criticism, whi'e the audience gets a ter- 
rible roasting for its apparent enjoyment. 
This is one of the saddest sights I have 
ever witnessed. A bright young critic, 
who has had sometimes as high as a year 
and a half of experience as a thought 
molder, takes an audience of more or 
less mature people across his knee am 
gives it a well iner ted rebuke. 1 hav't 
known an audience after such an ex- 
perience to change its name an I go Some- 
where else. No one who has never bvoti 
an audience under such circumstance* 
can imagine its chagrin when it finds by 
the paper that it has enjoyed a lectun 
which was a bitter disappointment to a 
blase young eril ic. 

.Judicious advertising twenty-five years 
ago would have made any lecture a 
financial success, but now it will not. It 
is a queer combination of fame— ability 
to entertain and business sagacity — which 
together make up the sum of hucCoss 
from a biflC office standp int now, and 
that, has to be the test nt least, for lee 
turo committees and local managers do 
not love one who cannot draw. You 
are therefore to combine your talents as 
B talker and as a draftsman. 

To Start out as a lecturer and win 
wealth and fame in this way is an up 



lull job, even though your lecture was 
written by some one in whom you have 
the utmost confidence. Generally orig- 
inality of thought and oxprossion, which 
through the medium of the public press 
have attracted attention, are the first and 
strongest elements of success in tho 
makeup of a lecture tour. Then should 
follow a complete study of tho average 
audience aud an effort to pleaso its pe- 
culiar taste. 

In thu autumn of tho year 1884 1 met 
with a severe accident in the northern 
woods of Wisconsin, by which my log 
wis very much broken at the knee. The 
coident was due largely to an error in 
judgment by which my own ecliptic 
bisected tho orbit of a grownup cyclone 
at a time when the cyclone's orbit was 
in use. "Stepping on a bright, now peal 
■ •f thunder," to quote from myself. I fell 
quite a long distance with very little ob- 
struction until I reached the earth, when 
1 was shocked to find that I could pro- 
coed no farther. 

Stinting up, however, I was horrified 
to find before I hud proceeded two steps 
that my choicest log had boon broken 
just below tho knee. Alter weeks of 
Buffering at a village, to which 1 was 
carried by admiring friends, I wis led to 
believe from tho largo number of people 
who came long distances to view the 
shattered limb that if I could get it on 
tho stage, together with a fetv explan- 
atory remarks regaulihg atmospheric 
phenomena, 1 would entertain and in- 
struct while possibly detracting attention 
from the accursed ballet and tliuo elovat- 
inn thu stage. 

A New York manager had previously 
written mo regarding tho possibility of 
my lecturing, and I had been just coy 
enough to keep him interested. Thus as 
1 began to got around "ii crutches 1 could 
not overcome th - desire to appear in 
public, so that those who had "road aft- 
er" me could also "sit under me." 1 
wrote to this manager and told him that 
he might make fifty dates for me in de- 
sirable cities in December aud Janu ry at 
an enormous price. Ho wrote back to 
know what printing and press notices 1 
had. 

1 had one notice, which 1 sent to him 
at once, although ho never used it. 1 
was as follows : 

"Last evening Mr. Nye spoke at the 
now rink here on the subject, 'Is or Is 
Not the Tariff a Tax V Tha speaker ar- 
rived on the 8 o'clock stage from Tie 
Siding. He *as the tirst one in the hull 
and by far the last one out of it. He 
jpe ks with great difficulty, owing to the 
fact that he is unable to think of things 
to say, Some think he will improve. 
The lecture was free, and several came in 
to get warm. Tln so who wore already 
warm enough did not come in. 

"The janitor tells us that tho lecture 
las ed over an hour. Ho thinks that il 
air people here had begun in time it 
could have been averted. He is going ti 
resign a« janitor if tho owners of tin 
building do not treat him with more con 
sidoration." 

There were other notices that wore bet 
or than tie above — notices that I had 
written myself — for I was more careful 
not to wound my feelings than the man 
who wrote that one. 

After a few weeks, greatly to tho sur- 
prise of those who knew me, I got a tele- 
gram asking mo my price for lecturing 
the telegram came from a small but very 
active and thrifty place. 1 wired back 
that 1 would charge 300 and expenses. 

he answer by ted message was that my 
terms were accepted with pleasure. 

This only gave mo two days in which 
to study my piece and finish my clothes. 
It was very annoying, but 1 could not 
honorably get out of it. Also by this 
time I had grown very tired of studying 
the lecture. It did not improve on ac- 
quaintance. 1 wondered how I could 
nave seen anything smart in it from the 
start. Oh, how very trite and tart and 
tough it seemed as 1 studied it walking 
ip and down in the granary, and how 1 
A-ished that I had not beaten down the 
,n ice of the young man who wanted to 
vrite a good lecture for me ! 

Why di i 1 try to econ mizo by writing 
ny own lecture t Here was a young 
nan who l ad written lectures for all the 
prominent lecturers of tho country, and 
dight dollars was all he asked. N\ hy did 
; try to save eight dollars and thereby 
Humiliate myself before tho people ?

Finally tho job was done. Tho li cturo 
instead of tho lecturer was committed, 
the new clothes catuo homo with 
white basting threads in them. I had a 
Iress rehearsal in tho evening at homo 
before I we t to bed. One good, kind 
man went from my rehearsal •<) sit up 
with a, lady who had been killed by her 
husband while at tea. Ho wont rather 
lie if ii I ly , it seemed to mo. 
All along the way to my engagement 
I could not be happy. Everything re- 
minded me of my lecture Iu my im- 
agination I could seo tho audience, at 
first expectant, then disappointed, then 
disagreeable, then offensive and finally 
riotous, I could not eat anything. I 
did not fool hungry. 1 dreaded meeting 



tho committee. I was tempted to get 
killed on the road, and though I needed 
tho advertising I gavo it up, for I could 
not think of any kind of death that 
would not make me ashamed to bo laid 
out. 

No one met me at tho train. Thou I 
began to hope that possible it was all a 
mistake and that maybe I would not 
have to leeturo. I went to tho only 
hotel and rogistorod. Tho landlord 
iibked if I was any relation to Bill Nye. 
I said yes. 

"Well," said ho, "ho is horo to-day; 
has been hero all day." 

"He has V" 

"Yes. Came in on tho morning train. 
Tho committeo mot him and took him up 
io seo the artesian well, and visited the 
public school with him, and they s iy ho 
Bpoko to tho chil ren, kept 'em laughing 
all the while, sassed thu toucher, swore 
at the scholars and smoked tho commit- 
tee's cigars.

"Why, ho was hero just before tho 
train went out." 

"Well, s'posin you run up to No. 80 
and see if bo's in. To 1 him there's a re- 
lation of his down horo." 

Pretty soon Charlie camo back and 
s dd that he was gone. Also his bright, 
little enameled portemonnaie. Ho had 
gono out on the same train which 
brought me in. lie had enjoyed him- 
self very much indeed, it is said. Ho had 
buggy lidden all day, made a few re- 
marks t<> tho workingmen on reciprocity 
and delivered B notoriously unsound 
speech before tho Presbyterian synod, 
which was then in session there — a 
speech which 1 have been nearly eight, 
years in trying to live down by an up- 
right life. 

I spoke on that evening at a great dis- 
advant go. It had become noised about 
that I was a low, c >arSB thing, and that 
I had never been in good soeieiy much. 
One man asked at the box ollico if it 
would be a proper place to bring ladies. 
1 do not know when I have boon so 
pa ned. It is hard enough to lec uro for 
tho first time anyhow; but, oh, how dis- 
tressing it is when one has been ma- 
ligned and misrepresented by an alibi ! 

I was introduced by a man who was so 
afraid that he uii^lit accidentally be re 
sponsible for my sentiments that ho said 
nothing except in regard to tho beautiful 
soil and climate of tho town, and what a 
future she had before her, and what un- 
developed resources she had, and how a 
litllo foreign capital would make hoi 
what she was destined in he no greai 
distant future to become— tho gem cily 
of tho continent. 

1 arose somewhat irritated and said 
that after the beautiful and deserved 
tribute and introduction just given to the 
go'n city of the continent I was sorry to 
statu that it was unable to be present, 
this evening, and that I h cl been secured 
to take its place. Then 1 went on with 
my lecture, which sounded strange and 
very poor to me. 

When anyone snickered, it surprised 
and astonished me so that my very as- 
tonishment added to tin ir mirth. I Was 
so depressed and sad insido that it 
seemed to heighten the efi'ect a d add tn 
what thero was in tho text that was > f a 
humorous character. That air of in- 
tense gloom while on the platform is still 
with me to-day. It is natural and hon- 
est. 1 1 is not assumed. It was stage 
fright to begin with, and it has at last 
crystallized into habit and has been hon- 
ored by tho name of "art." It is not 
art. J t is tho petrifaction of my early 
horror. Bill Nvk.

When Mendelssohn could at last make 
himself hoard he spoko. 

"My dear friends," said ho, "you 
must not, think for a moment that I am 
now Mendelssohn ; I am Miss Jenny 
Lmd, and I thank you heartily for your 
delightful Biirpi iso. 

"After, however, taking to myself the 
honor of this splendid peis nality, I will 
now return to my former solf, tho Leip- 
sic musical director, and cry with you all; 
'Long live Jenny Lind 1' " 

A thousand vo ced echo followed the 
cry. Even though tho singer protested 
igainst tho manner in whioh ho had per- 
formed tho task sho had intrusted to hill), 
she was moved by tho beauty and grace 
of his little Speech, and, accompanied by 
the straina of Mendelssohn's " Wood 
S ng," tho pair loft tho place together.

Fly once and' 
in Public mid the Public that great, 
cruel uuacoounUble Public, that decides 
the position of all talent — will recognize 
it, or ignore it. The literary aspirant 
generally errs by appointing herself her 
own jmlyo and her own Public. She has 
an idea; and mind you it is a rare thing 
to have an idea, although there is so 
much talk about them. If you sift oil' the 
lino words and quotations and the par- 
s nalitiea there is seldom a good healthy 
idea left. 

Well, to return to our muttons, we 
will suppose that the ardent literary as- 
pirant lias an idea. While she is pos- 
sessed of this idea sho foigets her new 
g -win, and docs i't even wonder how the 
bill will be paid, and she foigets that the 
person whom she thought she love tl has 
shown some very disappointing qualities, 
and she is not worried by certain pessi- 
mistic views which sho has developed emi- 
co ruing the future, in fact everything is 
obliterated by the 

IDEA, 

And as alio cherishes tho idea, it grows. 
rows bigger and bigger. It is the child 
of her brain and she do' lies it, as mo- ti- 
ers clothe their babies in all the prettiest 
clothing they can lind. Fine words un- 
usual words, musical phrases, cr sp de- 
scriptions, these are to her idea what lace 
and inu-lio lind ribbon are to tho baby. 
Of course hy the time the child of the 
brain is dressed it looks very much better 
than it did when it was lirst, bun. It 
was a poor naked meagre little thing 
then, and the author of its being felt 
some doubts as to whether or not she 
should own it.

COLUMBIA'S NEW BISHOP. 

Ho Will Be Consecrated February 22, 
the Anniversary of His Pre- 
decessor's Elevation. 

')he First Sermon to Be Delivered 
at the Cathedral on Easter 
Sunday. 

The Anglican Synod will, it is under- 
stood, hold a special meeting at 3:30 to- 
morrow afternoon, when two interesting 
letters received on Friday evening by 
Venerable Archdeacon Scrivcu will bo read. 
Tho first is from His (Jraco the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, to whom was left the selec- 
tion of a bishop to succeed Bt. Rev. Br. 
Hills ; the second is from his appointee, 
Rev. VV. \V. Perriu. 

In his letter, covering the oflicial notifi- 
cation of his choice, His Grace refers to 
Rev. Mr. Perrin in terms of tho highest 
esteem, and explains his reasons for naming 
that pentlemnn as British Columbia's new- 
Bishop— that Rev. Mr. Perrin is naturally 
well qualified to perform the high duties of 
his new ofliee ; that he is a good Churchman 
and an earnest and energetic Christian 
worker. 

Dr. Hills' successor is still a young man, 
being not far past tho lino of forty. His 
photograph, which was reproduced a few 
days ago in the Illustrated London News, 
is that of a kindly gentleman, in whose faco 
aro found the lines of benevolence and 
executive ability. 

In his own letter to the Archdeacon, Rev. 
Mr. Perrin states that shortly after receiv- 
ing notification of his appointment he called 
upon Rt. Rev. Dr. Hills, and although that 
gentleman is in very poor health, was 
granted the pleasure of an interview. Dr. 
Hills discussed with him the affairs of the 
dioceso, and after this chat ho (Rev. Mr. 
Perrin) was more than before convinced 
that his lines had fallen in pleasant places, 
and that his reception in Victoria would be 
a hearty one. 

According to tho present arrangement the 
new Bishop will be consecrated on Febru- 
ary 22, which is the 34th anniversary of the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Hills' consecration. Before 
tho end of February Bishop Perrin will sail 
for America, and it is expected that he will 
preach his first sermon in Christ Church 
Cathedral on Easter Sunday.

The Amy and Navy, Police and Fire- 
men in Tngs-of- War— Fancy 
Drills. 



The City Market last night presented 
anything but a business appearance — so far 
as farm produce is concerned ; but in other 
respects the building was alive. About one 
thousand people had assembled under its 
roof to hear the good music of " C " Battery 
hand and enjoy a choice and interesting 
programme of amusements and exhibition. 
Admission was 25o, per head, and the pro- 
ceeds of the entertainment go to clear off 
the debt on St. Luke's church, Cedar Hill. 
Rev. M. C. Browne, or the " parson," as 
he is familiarly called, was on deck 
to welcome all comers in his rich Irish 
brogue, ami generally to superintend the 
arrangements, which wero of an elaborate 
character. Shortly after S o'clock Victoria 
Division No. 2, Uniformed Corps K. of P. 
appeared on the scene, and under the direc- 
tion of dpt. Redgrave went through a 
series of drill mar.rcuvros, in which sixteen 
Sir Knights took part. The graceful move- 
ments of the corps elicited the warmest ap- 
plause, and, as they went through their 
fancy and complicated drill, attired in tho 
neat uniform adopted by the Order, they 
were justly admired. 

A tug-of-war between the Army and 
Navy followed. There wero twelve meii 
a oido. " C " Bat tery supplying the military 
dozen and H. M S. Hyacinth the other side 
of tho rope. The men wero got down to a 
steady pull after a few minutes' display of 
impetuosity, and for several seconds the re- 
corder hung steadily over t he centre. 
Then the Navy men began to 
surge, but unfortunately for them 
tho Army had weight, and weight 
told. The hold soldier hoys withstood the 
strain for a time, and then inch by inch im- 
proved their position until victory was de- 
clared theirs amid applause. A second try 
was more easily settled, as from tho very 
start the tars wore not in it, and the hand- 
kerchief being easily brought six feet from 
the centro point, the Army wero declared 
the victors. 

The I'olico and tho Fire Brigade next took 
the rope in hand. Chief Sheppard had but 
six of hiB men available, but lie managed to 
get four volunteers from C battery to com- 
plete his toum. Ten liremcn, wearing red 



jackets, faced tho civil force, and a most 
excitiug strugglo ensued. For nearly three 
minutes the police had the advantage of 
about four inches, the firemen holding on 
tlio strain. Then Chief Deasy was observed 
to take his handkerchief from his pocket, 
and immediately the fire hoys gavo a lurch 
which brought their opponents clear over 
the line. Tremendous applause followed. 
A few minutes afterwards and the teams 
again met, and again the steady strain ol 
the firemen told as against the superior 
weight of the polion. 

There was another tug-of-war on the pro- 
gramme, the competitors to ho Chinese and 
Indians, but John did not turn up and the 
event fell through, as did also another at- 
tractive feature on tho programme — the 
young ladies' drill, under direction of Miss 
Armstrong. Miss Armstrong was on hand, 
but her corps was not. 

Tho exhibition elrill by tho Fire depart- 
mentproved the most interesting event of tho 
evening. Chief Deasy had all his men pre- 
sent, and nearly the whole of tho appara- 
tus. Tho horses were stalled and, 
on the sound of the gong , 
plunged into harness and cleared out, 
every member of the brigade being in posi- 
tion. Tho tiro escape and ladder were next 
extended and lowered with preeisiui, and 
many other movements given, all of which 
proved the brigade to ho expert in their 
work. During the evening Dr. Sproulo, 
Mr. J. H. Brownlee and Chief Deasy acted 
as stewards and judges, and as such gave 
every satisfaction. A most enjoyable even- 
ing was spent. 



Daughters or England, 

A branch of the Daughters of England 
Benevolent Society has been established in 
Victoria, making the second in tho prov- 
ince. Tho charter has been applied for, and 
is expected to bo here in the course of a 
couple of weeks. The aims and objects of 
the society are to bring together the wives 
and daughters of Englishmen, so that they 
may assist eaeh other in distress, and en- 
courage social intercourse and exchange of 
thought. It is the ultimate object of the 
founders of the society to be recognized as 
tho female branch of tho Sons of England. 
" We aro a secret society," states a circular 
which has been issued, "but there is 
nothing in that but to keep ua from being 
imposed upon, and to keep our meetings 
from being interrupted by tho intrusion of 
persons that have no right to be there, and 
for the purpose of binding our members to- 
gether. Every member must bo of the 
Protestant faith, and, it married, tho wife 
of a Protestant."

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BROKE OUT AGAIN. 

Slick Momicy Takes French Leave 
of the Provincial B< formatory 
and Gets A way. 



Says He Doesn't Want to Stay in 
. Aiiy Place Where He Can't 
Learn a Trade. 



"Slick" Morency ia ono of thoso boys 
who know a good thing when they see it, 
and having acquired bo expressive a cogno- 
men, he seems determined that no effort on 
his part shall be lackingto sustain tbo reputa- 
tion. HiB latest escapade haB been to break 
away fromtho Provincial Reformatory— this, 
too, the second time in the last ten d&ya. 

Tho way it was dono was described by 
Slick himself laat evening, when ho talked 
to a Colonist reporter at the Hotel Victoria. 

" Thero wasn't any troublo about it," ho 
said. "Some ladies camo up thero to seous 
and when they wore coming in, I dodged 
their skirts and got out. Then I came down 
town." 

"And what are you goimg to do? was 
asked. 

"Don't know," said Slick, rather un- 
decidedly. " I'm going to give tho Van- 
couver boat a razzlo ana try to get home. 
If I can only sea my mother and tell her 
what I'll do, Bho'il get me over to tho 
American side all right. If they'd give mo 
a decent chance I'd go to school again and 
behave myself, but they're all down on me." 

Slick's pale little face horo a strictly busi- 
ness look as ho thus expressed himself, and 
ho looked every inch the abused boy ho 
wished to make out ho is, for being an old 
hand at tho " show " business, he knows 
how to work tho "emotional." 

" If they'd give you another chance, 
would you do the same aa you havo always 
dono beforo when you got u chance ? " a 
bystander asked. 

" Well," replied the urchin, meditatively, 
" perhaps I might. 'lain't na easy to be 
good aa lots of people supposo. I can bo 
good as the best of them lor a couple of 
weeks and then I've got to do something 
and can't help going back on them. Bat if 
I can get over to tho American aide it will 
be all right. I cau awing clubs liko a pro- 
fessional and tho show people will give me 
$3 a night right along. Perhaps you think 
I ain't no good ? Well, you're off there, 
but I don't want to stay in no jail where 
they only give you mush and soup and don't 
teach >ou a trade. That ain't my layout 
and I'm quitting tho job." 

The youngster was advised to go to the 
Provincial police station and givo himself 
up. Hon fused, Baying he'd rather take 
his ohances and if he got caught that would 
be all they could do. Up to midnight the 
Provincial polioo and city police were 
looking for him. 

ECONOMICAL FOREST CLEARING-. 

To the Editor :— Except in the caso of 
townsites and suburban lands, capital and 
energetic enterprise has, till recently, been 
shy of entering into combat with the giants 
of the British Columbia forests, tho density 
and magnitude of which precluded the idea 
of economical reclamation of tho land for 
agricultural purposes, though suitable as to 
soil and bleised by a climate so favorable to 
the husbandman, consequently settlement 
and progressive development of the prov- 
ince in that direction have been retarded. 
Many havo racked their hraina in vain en- 
deavor to solve the problem of economi- 
cil land clearing. It, however, remained 
for the perceptive ability and ingenuity of 
Mr. S, M. Robins, manager New Vancouver 
Coal and Lauet Co., to overcome what 
seemed to bo an almost insurmountable dif- 
ficulty, whereby by a simple application of 
ijie well-known stump extractor, and 
the utilization of the force of trac- 
tion—multiplied by tho ordinary block 
and tarklo — trees of the largest size may be 
pulled un by the roois cushy and economi- 
cally. This unique idea was no sooner con- 
ceived than it was put into practice on the 
land belonging to that company adjoining 
the five acre suburban allotments contigu- 
ous to Nonaimo. The unexpected success 
of the experiment proves by practical de- 
monstration — no ymUer how large the 
growth of timber— the possibility of econ- 
omical forest clearing in British Columbia. 
By tho practical usO of this ingenious appli- 
cation of u rude mechanical power — and 
when the modu-i operandi of the invention 
becomes widely known at home and abroad 
—no longer will the terrors of the giants of 
British Columbian forests be utilized to in- 
timidate intending agricultural immi- 
grants. Considering the dense forest growth 
covering so considerable a portion of our 
valleys, hills and dales, tho benefits to the 
Province certain to accrue cannot be too 
highly estimated. 

Some few years ago— having in view the 
social and material welfare of their numer- 
ous employes — on the recommendation of 
tho management, the New Vancouver Com- 
pany introdnced what ia known in England 
as the " Cottage Farm System," and in 
order to stimulate exertion and the tpirit of 
emulation, decided on enclosing and clearing 
a tract of -1UU acres abutting on the allot- 
ments. 

" The object of our undertaking here," 
said Mr. Robins to your correspondent 
when visited amid the heaped up bodies of 
biH gigantic opponents — tho trees — "was 
first, a desire to encourage our people, to 
whom we leased tho allotments and in- 
duced them to expend both labor and money 
thereon, and thereby endeavor to creato a 
spirit of emulation, ami show them how 
clearing can and ought to be done, profit- 
ably and economically. When work was 
first commenced on tho farm the usual 
crowd of pessimists came forward. 1 It will 
bo very expensive,' said one, 1 It will nevei 
pay during the creation of cats,' said 
another. ' All right, gentlemen,' replied the 
management, ' we'll tiy tho experiment aa 
a duty, for landowners havo their duties as 
well as their privileges.'" 

A considerable poi tion of tho land con- 
sists of a low, flat valley covered with a 
heavy coating of timber. This was cleared 
according to the old plan— first: it. was 
brushed; then tho trees were felled, 
followed by tho usual "stumping." To 
encourage homo industry tho Hamilton 
Powder Co., Departure Bay, were invited 
to experiment unil test tho power of the 
explosives manufaotun d by them, also us to 
tho probable cost per slump blown up by 
explosives. It is a characteristic feature 
of tho management of the New Vancouver 
Co, to carry out all their projects on a 
purely business basis, and exact the Btriot- 
eBb economy in all undertakings, especially 
in regard to the farm experiment, it having 
been the determination from the inception 
of tho project, to prove, if possible, and 
place on record tho fact that British Col- 
umbia forests can bo cleared and made 
arable at a cost not much exceeding tho 
sum of S'iO per acre I 

Tho experimental testa of the Hamilton 
Powder Co. on several stumps, using tho 
explosive best suited lor the purpose, i. o., 



black and giant powder, proved to be 
rather too expensive. Tho coat for each 
stump wua S-l ; tho labor employed in 
digging round the stump, boring, tamping, 
preparing and firing tho blast, $1.50; mak- 
ing the cost Jo.50 on tho average for each 
stump. Accordingly tho extraction of the 
stumps by explosives wua abandoned aa too 
expensive. An old-time stump extractor had 
been in uso for a couple of yeara on tho 
roads and lands of tho company. This con- 
trivance ia simplo in construction : Two 
" dead men " Bunk in tho ground trans- 
versely at right ungles — pinned by atout 
pickets driven in tho ground a la chevaux 
de /'rise and a stout framo work for the cap 
Btan, on tho drum of which tho wiro rope 
ia wound — tho power iB given by a rnulo 
hithchod on to tho capstan bar. Tho capstan 
is anchored on solid ground where good 
hold can bo aecurad, and at a distance from 
tho trees to bo operated on to ensure safety 
to driver and mule from danger of the fall- 
ing timber." Tho wire ropo is anchored at 
an angle from tho machine and the tree, so 
as to fall the latter in a side direction. 

Tho draft on the mule at tho capstan bar 
is about 3S0 lbs,, at tho drum six tons lead- 
ing from the gearing power ; und by tho 
ropo being passed round tho truuk 
of tho tree, . - !0 feet from the ground, 
gives a leverage of six times the power on 
the root, extending over a radius of feet, 
of abouc 80 tons, a force sufficient to uproot 
most trees not exceeding 3 feot G inches in 
diameter. Lurger trees, trom f> to feet in 
diameter, require tho aervico of a triplo 
block attached to the leading rope, which 
ensures a dead pull of '200 toua at tho root. 
Where clumps of largo trees stand together 
a couplo of handy men — sailors preferred — 
bend the ropo round tho bunch of trees at 
,S0 feet from tho ground, and tho aamo 
power, ono solitary mule — not over good 
looking at that — brings to bear on tho ireo 
a forco of 600 tons dead pull at tho roots, 
and occasionally appears, scattered over the 
ground, a mass of roota drawn, standing up 
like a wall, 20 leot high. 

Tho idea of this simple application was 
conceived by Manager Robins while observ- 
ing tho uprooting of the stumps by the rudo 
machine, and the theoretical deduction made 
was that with more leverage given the same 
forco would be sufficient to uproot tho treo 
liolu* bolus. As beforo stated a practical test 
more than fulfilled tho anticipations. The 
forest is, figuratively speaking, mowed down 
by tho contrivance, and the trees, liko 
mown grass, lay in swaths on tho ground 
to Eca«on ana dry, ready for burning. 
Tho only hitch likely to prevent up-rooting 
is the snapping of un unsound trunk under 
tho strain. 

15y this mode tho threo operations of 
clearing : brushing, felling and stumping, 
are performed at once, and at tho highest 
calculation at about one-thirteenth of the 
cost under the old plans of clearing. When 
tho burning is accomplished there remains 
but little to do— comparatively speaking— 
to bring the land into an arable state. 

As to tho cost of operation wo givo an 
estimate of the forenoon's work on tho day 
of our visit— during which time un hour 
was lost owing to unavoidable delay — eleven 
trees of average size, were up-rooted at a 
chargo for help, etc., for : 
Two men. 1 day at S'J 20 per day per 

man $ 5 CO 

One boy. 1 day at I 25 

Mule driver 2 fit} 

Total for day S 50 

Or SM 75 for half a day ; about 13 cents per tree. 

Compare tho foregoing with the cost un- 
der the old plans :

or an average cost for each tree of $5 82 I 
Whereas tlie whole work under the new 
operation is well and satisfactorily done at 
the mere QOSt of the choppers alone ! Thero 
is no patent on Mr. Robins' invention, tho 
celebrated "forest mower" is froo to all 
energetic handy men desirous of entering on ' 
a campaign of conquest against the forest. 
There Is a fortune f." the genius who con- 
trives and patents u device for the more ex- 
peditious attachment of the rope to the 
trees, wherein exists the only observable 
delay in the entire operation. 

On inquiring, it was learned that the tap 
rooti of the trees were no obstruction to the 
effective working of the plan— tup root or 
no tip root, out it came. In the highlands 
the tap root, owing to the proximity of the 
ti »p rock to the surface-soil, does not pene- 
trate to any depth, while in the solt bottom 
lands tho hold of the tap root Li gen- 
erally lax. It may bo remarked that 
the utmost regularity appeared to pre- 
vail throughout, void of hurry, blus- 
ter or confusion. Even when the warn- 
ing " cr-r-rssh I " betokening tho impending 
downfall of a clump of live trees, followed 
closely by tho "sh-li-ugh I" as their stately 
tops touched mother earth for tho first 
time, the operators seemed, to all outward 
appearance as unconcerned as if nothing 
extraordinary had happened to distiub 
their equanimity. 

The New Vancouver Co., as tho pos- 
sessors of a largo area of land in this 
vicinity, are determined to make it pro- 
duce something besides taxes. Increased 
wild land taxes, or, mayhap, single tax, 
may become realities sooner than expected 
by the average speculative land-holder. 
However, be that us it may, it seems ap- 
parent that progressive development of 
their wild lands has become a settled policy 
with them. 

Tho low-bottom lands of the farm have 
been subjected to a most perfect system 
of thorough drainagd which, consider- 
ing the high price of labor prevailing, 
has been executed at the comparatively 
low cost of four cents per foot. The lateral 
drains aro about two rods apart, connected 
with u Jeep main, and tileel according to 
tho most approved fnshion prevailing in 
England. A sufficient falls prevails through- 
out, thus ensuring perfect Hushing and the 
impossibility of obstruction. 

The soil on the higher portions is rather 
shallow and gravelly. This defect will be 
remedied when tho annual output from the 
company's stables of GOO loads of manure, 
heretofore to them a worthless commodity, 
supplies tho defects of Nature in that re- 
spect and eventually makes the best laud in 
the world, especially for upland hay und 
clover. Vancouver Island is essentially a 
clover growing country, nnd though the 
variety is smaller than the English or Irish 
it is vastly more nutritious. The settlcrl 
plan at present b tirst, to crop the land 
with potatoes, well manured, which will 
a'ean tho land ; then with oats, sowed 
down with clover and grass seed. With a 
good top dressing annually of well-rotted 
stable manure and an decisional dusting of 
lime to dissolve the lichen, if any, tho land 
bo treated will givo crops of hay and clover 
sufficient to pay good interest on prelimin- 
ary outlay and also return a handsome pro- 
lit to tho proprietors. Hay at §10 a ton 
soon mounts up and forms no inconsiderable 
item in the annual expenditure of a con- 
cern employing in their works a largo 
number of horses und mules. 

Taking the possibilities of the future into . 
consideration, coupled with tho unex- ' 



ceptional climate and fertilo soil, 
thero appears to bo every probability 
that, even as a farm puro and 
simple, what, eomo at first looked upon aa an 
expensivo fad, will eventually prove to be 
one of the most remunerative undertakings, 
— coal not excepted — as yet entered upon by 
tho company. Tho hopo is that other largo 
wild land holders, seeing tho success at- 
tending tho enterprising venture, will not 
delay in following tho good example 

Those interested in forest clearing and all 
who desire the advancement, development 
and settlement of tho Province, if oppor- 
tunity offered, would bo well repaid for tho 
troublo of a visit to what may aptly bo 
termed tho model farm of Vancouver Island.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 

To thk EDITOR:— In to-day's (Friday's) 
COLONIST, it is reported that tho Mayor 
called the aldermen together for tho pur- 
poso of considering sanitary matters, and 
that ono alderman kicked, asserting that 
such matters should bo left to tho Sanitary 
committee ; that is to say, tho Sunitary 
commit too and all tho othor committcoB 
should originate what they may fancy re- 
quisite und Ieavo their fancies .to bo dis- 
cussed in tho public chamber. This ia 
wrong. Tho Mayor is tho chief executive 
officer of the corporation, and a duty be- 
longing to this offico ia to call tho aldermen 
together to discuss what measures nmy bo 
advisable for tho ensuing year, and to tie- 
vise the ways and means of paying the cost. 
In order to do this ho haa to take into con- 
sideration the reports of the expert officers 
at tho head of the various departments, as 
also their suggestions of tho work necessary 
or advisable to bo done. All such matters 
ought to be discussed in Executive Council, 
the Council being, as it were, an executive 
meeting of the government. Any measures 
deemed desirable at these meetings 
would, of course, subsequently havo to bo 
discussed in public, and tho public thus 
made acquainted with tho arguments pro 
and contra, As it ia thero aro half a dozen 
civic governments, each one deeming itself 
almost independent, with tho motto, if you 
do not trespass on our domain wo will not 
trouble yours. That theso separate govern- 
ments do not uct in unison everybody 
knows — in witness thereof how often has 
a street been graded and macadamized, 
and as soon as finished torn up to lay water 
pipes. Such woeful waste would not tako 
place were tho committees acting in unison ; 
acquainted with each other's procedure. 
That the committees should look after work, 
und so forth, agreed upon to bo done, goes 
without saying, but that each committee 
should be entrusted with a sum of money 
for executive purposes is manifestly wrong. 
Executive meetings should bo held fre- 
quently, or at all events as ofton as the 
Mayor thinks advisable or tho members 
havo suggestions to make. 

It would seem the committees have mis- 
taken their vocation ; they are subsidiary to 
aud not the government in themselves. Il- 
ia not cc-'eesary that an alderman should 
watch men scraping the roads ; digging a 
ditch, or some other petty work ; neither is 
it essential that, he should put his nose into 
every stench or examine the soil micro- 
scar ieally for the fashionable bacillus or 
microbe. All theso things ought to be 
done by tho salaried officials, of whom in 
all conscience there are plenty, and bosses 
innumerable ! Indeed, one reason why men 
in active business will not become alder- 
men, arises from the fact that they cannot 
afford tho time to look after these essentially 
executive concerns — although they niignt 
afford timo enough to attend meetings of 
council as well public as private. It is to 
bo hoped that the Mayor will continue in 
his course and bring the city government 
into a shape somewhat resembling at least 
responsible government ; that committees 
shall carry out the matters referred to them 
by the civic council— but shall not carry on 
works on their own responsibility at ull — 
thoy shall see that the officers of the cor- 
poration do their duty— if not, chop oil' their 
heads. Committees are part of the executive, 
bttt not per se executive. X, X.

To thk Editor :— Referring to your re- 
marks on my letter in to-day's (Saturday's) 
COLONIST, I am sorry, sir, for your sake, 
that I was not entlowed with the gift of 
prophecy; if I had been I would gladly have 
given you on the 7ih of April, 1S1IL', the 
results of analysis and investigation which 
were made at a inter date. I had not ex- 
amined the water prior to my analysis of 
the 1th, nth und 0th April, 80 could hot 
give you results other than ttlOSO obtained 
then. A partial analysis would be of little 
uso to the general public, so I do not give 
it ; in any case I never considered it part of 
my duty to depreciate tho city water, <is 
any investigations which I have made were 
entirely for my own information as a private 
citizen.

SERIOUS CONFLICT. 

Sicilian Peasants and Gens d'Ariues -Come 
Into Collision With Fatal Results, 

Rome, Jun. 21. — A serious conflict oc- 
curred at Termini, a seaport town of Sioily, 
between gens d'armes and peasants.

IN JAPANESE WATERS. 

The Mikado's Government Censured 
for Its Policy in Relation to 
Foreign Sealers. 



Debate in the House of Represent* 
tlves— Poaching Discouraged by 
Aid to Home Industry. • 



Somo montliB ago Victoria scalers re 
ceived, through tho Colonist, tho first in 
timation that tho Japaneso Government 
would, this year, take vigorous measures to 
protect the seals in their territorial waters 
That the subject has not been lost sight of 
is evidenced by tkc appended extract from 
a report of the proceedings of the Japanese 
Parliament. The debate from which the 
quotations are made took place on Decem- 
ber 15 : 

" On tho opening of tho Houso of Repre- 
sentatives, at 1; IS p.m., among many re- 
ports of the secretary wero found tho fol 
lowing written replies of ministers. * 1 
* * Count Goto'ii reply to tho questions 
relating to fishery (seal) poaching by foreign 
vessels in tho waters of Chishima (Kurile 
Islands) was briefly, that tho warships were 
cruising in tho wafers referred to, but were, 
up to the present, unable to seize any 
foreign ve6scls that were fishing in Japanese 
territory or outside such territory,- and 
that the Government's intention was to 
prevent such stealing by encouraging nativ 
fisheries, and making exploration of th 
coasts and improving fishery instruments 
and methods. 

"Mr. M. Kato.in expressing dissatisfaction 
with Count Goto'a reply, said that the Gov 
ernment had sent out only two warships 
and this after the stealing by foreign vesseh 
had finished ; wdiile tho Russians, neai 
Kamsohatka, had been vigorous and ha< 
captured numerous vessels engaged in the 
same unlawful avocation. The foreign ves 
sch took the prizes out of northern wa 
and sold them in America ; tho value of 
such sales amounted yearly to ,'100,1)00 yen 

"Imperial Chamberlain Kataoka, win 
had been sent by His Majesty to make an 
inspection tour through the northern 
waters and among the northern 
islands," the sumo member continued, " hud 
actually witnessed tho act of poachine by 
foreign vessels, and in the face of such fact 
the Government was making lame excuse 
for its neglect. He dwelt ou other points 
in equally ctrong terms, condemning the in 
activity of the Government.'" 



THE SCANDAL. 

Particulars of the Arrest of Dr. Hera In Lon- 
don— "What lie Said In an Interview. 

London, Jan. 20 —The police have seized 
all of Cornelius Herz'a money and effects, 
The medical certificate given to-day by the 
doctor summoned to t he Tankerville house 
by the detectives who arrested Herz, says 
that he Is suffering from "affection of tin- 
heart, diabetes, great prostration and funo 
tional derangement." It was known Herz 
was at the Tankerville hotel, Bourne- 
mouth. When the detectives arrived there 
they were informed that Her/, was too ill ti 
bo seen, but they insisted and followed thl 
porter to the door. Mrs. Her;', responded t( 
a knock, and after some parley the detec- 
tives announced their official character mid 
insisted on being admitted to tho outei 
room, Mrs. Herz retiring to her husband's 
sleeping apparttr.ents. She came out in u 
few momemts. Her face showed sinus oj 
grief and agitation. She could hardly re 
strain her tears as she said : "Gentlemen, 
Dr. Herz is too ill to get up; you are wel- 
come to go in and see for yourselves." 

The detectives entered tho sleeping room 
and Dr. Herz was in bed. Ho bore every 
sign of being a very sick man. Tho de 
tectives looked at tho man and concluded ii 
would not be proper to take further action 
without medical advice. A doctor who has 
been attending Herz was called in, and he 
declared that Herz was in such a danger- 
ous condition that he could only bo re- 
moved at the imminent peril of his life, 
and from present appearances it will be im- 
possible to remove him for somo time, Tin 
detectives telegraphed this statement to 
London and were told to remain with the 
prisoner, but to tako no action relative to 
his removal without further instructions 
Herz, notwithstanding his illness, made 
energetic preparations to contest the effort 
to extradite him in Prance. 

Paris, Jan. 20. — An interview with Herz 
is published here. He protested earnestly 
against the suspicion that he had been an 
agent in France of the triple alliance. Tin- 
only foundation for such a report is the 
statement made to Bohutels, brother of his 
first wife, who long ago attempted to extort 
money from him on the threat to denounce 
him as a Prussian spy, and who had even 
■sent documents to General Boulanger, then 
minister of war, endeavoring to establish 
the accusation. Boulanger felt so little con- 
fidence in Behutel's statements that ho de- 
clined to inquire into tho charges, anil 
handed the documents to Herz. Herz said 
ho wua willing to submit these charges to i. 
committeo of investigation of the chamber 
of deputies, and if the committee refused to 
examine them ho would lay them before a 
jury of honor. So far fr om being a traitor

NUMBERS DISTRESSED. 

Would-be Immigrants Stranded Because the 
Steamships Refuse to Take Them. 

BERLIN, Jan. 10. — Several dailies demand 
that tho Government prepare at onco an 
immigration bill to meet tho emergency 
creuted by the United Stales quarantine 
regulations. Thu present laws are 
quite inadequate. Scores of immi- 
rants whom tho British steamship 
companies havo refused to accept, 
after having sold them tickets, aro now 
charges on tho public in Hamburg, as they 
havo not sufficient to complete their jour- 
neys homeward. Stettin nnd Bremen are 
similarly embarrassed, hut in a less degree. 
Tho Hamburg authorities say that more 
than 110,000 persons in Austro-Hungary, 
Russia and Germany, who have paid their 
money for passage to the United States, will 
not be accepted by the steamship companies, 
and unless something bo done to stop them 
are likely to be stranded in the cities along 
the German seaboard. Tho consequent bur- 
den upon the city treasuries would be enor- 
mous. Dangers from the spread of cholera 
or typhus among the Russian and Polish 
Hebrews, moreover, would threaten every 
large port like Bremen or Hamburg.
